By Telegraph to The Times, 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 18. —[By the Asso- 


ciated Press.] The President signed a 


proclamation opening to settlement and 
homestead entry the newly ceded lands 
of the Sac and Fox, Kiowa and Potto- 
wattomie Indians in the eastern part of 
Oklahoma. These lands may be entered 
upon next Tuesday, September 22, at 
12 o’clock noon, central standard 
time. 


GcTuriE, (I T.,) Sept. 18.—A deputy 
sheriff who has just arrived brings news 
of a race warin progress just on the line 
ofthe Iowa reservation. The town of 
Langston was founded several months 
ago and is inhabited solely by negroes. 
There are several thousand of them 
there and more arriving daily on the 
line of the new lands. The negroes 
contemplate settling ina body in Cim- 
marron Valley as soon as the lands are 
opened. A gang of cow-boys from the 
Cherokee stripalso have their eyes on 
the locality, and say any negro who 
attempts.tosettlethere: will be killed. 
Yesterday the cowboys visited Lamgston 
gotinto a rowand attempted to shoot 
Eggleston, editor of the Herald. Last 
night they returned all drunk and fired 
ascore of shots into.a crowd of negroes 
on the streets. Several received slight 
wounds. The cowboys left, swearing 
they would return today and wipe out 
the town. .The negroes have all armed 
themselves, andlftheydo return they 
will likely be killed. Officers have left 
for the scene. 
38. —The long 
delayed news from Washington announ- 
cing the opening of the ceded Indian 

lands for next Tuesday, was received 
here this morniag and caused intense 
excitement. The ceded reservations 
comprise almost as much territory as 


Oklahoma proper. The land. lies

In the treaty with the Sac and Fox 
Indians the words ‘‘open to white settle- 
ment’? occur. These words are apt to 
cause some trouble. The Indians say 
they will insist on theirstipulations, and 
will not permit negroes to take lands in 
their country.

OUR GRAPE INDUSTRY. 


California will Soon have to Supply Europe 
with Wine. 

Cuicago, Sept. 18.—Edward S. Clay- 
burn, a prominent grape-grower of Cal- 
ifornia who ig¢im the city on his return 
from a Eeropean tour, said in an inter- 
view: “I tfaveled through all the 
famous grape-growing sections of Spain, 
Italy, Franeé and Germany, and ‘am 
convinced’that imside of ten years the 
old world will have to rely upon this 
country almost entirely for its supply 
of first-class “wines. I read a good 
about the devastation among 
European vineyards caused by phyllox- 
era and other @iseases of the vine, but 
ILhad no conception how completely 
paralyzed the » grape-growing industry 
is in Europe until I made the trip. In 
France and Italy nearly three-fourths 
of the vineyards have been altogether 
wiped out by phylloxera within five 
years. The reMaining one-fourth of the 
acreage is rapidly succumbing to the 
plague. Five years ago Spain produced 
six times the amount of grapes har- 
vested from last year’s crop,and the sit- 
uation in Gerffiany is as bad. It will 
not be long before the United States 
will leadthe world in the production of 
grapes and wine. 


FATAL FIRE. 


Several Persons Burned to Death in a 
Tenement... 
A Whole Family Cremated—Heartrending 
Scenes—Water and Smoke Complete 
thé Deadly Work of the 
Flames. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Curcaco, Sept. 18.—[By the Associ- 
ated.Press.] One of the most disastrous 
fires that has visited this city for some 
time started at 1 o'clock this morning 
tenement on Sedgwick 
Although the blaze 
y minutes the loss of life 
made the trifling damage to property 
stand out as fusignificant in comparison. 

The basement of the building and the 
lower floor Were used as a bakery by 
Kafets. In jthe rear of his own room 
the fire started, © ag the upper stories 
of the building five families and 
thé ih] -the .discovery of 
the tire were terfible to behold. 

Within an incredibly short time men, 
women and children in night clothes 
were hurrying through the burning 
building. All egress was cut off in the 
rear as the, fire had gained such head- 
way up the stairway; there was no fire 
escape and 2 sie flight of stairs in 
front of the building afforded little op- 
portunity to the people to save their 
lives. On the first floor lived Wm. bBur- 
rin who was awakened by the smoke 
andheat. The partition of his room 
was already charred in places, and his 
escape was almost miraculous. He and 
his family got out safely, though he was 
slightly burned about the face. The 
dead are: John Schalk, Mrs. Schalk 
theirson John, aged 14; son Henry 
aged 8, and daughter Anna, aged 15. 

It was on the second floor that the fire 
did the worst work. The rooms were 
occupied by Otto Hemming and wife, 
John Schalk and wife, two sons and 
two daughters. Officer O’Neill broke 
“into the rooms of the Schalk family and 
in a short time Capt. O’Connell and 
Fireman Fox camé to his assist- | 
ance. O’Connell helped Hemming 
to escape. Schalk’s rooms were 
filled with smoke and the water stood 
on the floor to a.depth of eighteen 
inches. When O’Neill entered he 
heard a weak cry for help, and as he’ 
pushed his way into the main 
stumbled over a body. It was th 


Cynthia Schalk. When  picke®™up 
the girl swooned away and’ was 
carried down a ladder. Officer 


O’Neill again passed forward and stum- 
bled over an obstruction. It was a pile 
of human corpses.” In one~ 
Mr. Schalk, his wife, two sons and one 
They were all dead.

Another Day Devoted to the Pre 
* liminary Examination. 


Mrs. Sullivan and the Alleged Victim 


Again on the Stand, ,

Weak Points in the Testimony Devel-

‘The, Defense Charge That the Whole Case 
is a Conspiracy to Ruin Dalton 
and Send Him _ to 
States Prison. 


The Dalton case was still before Jus- — 


tice Austin in the Police Court yester- 
day, and at 9:30. o’clock, when court 
reconvened, the prosecution stated that 
the Sullivan woman wished to correct 
one of her statements made whlie on the 
witness stand the day before. When 
she took the stand she attempted to ex- 
plain her meaning when she stated on 
cross-examination that Dalton was sim- 
ply playing with the - little girl and did 
not hurt her. Her explanation was not 
very satisfactory and her testimony was 
not materially changed. 

Mrs. Susan Hagerman was the first 
witness called for the prosecution. She 
is the wife of old man Hagerman, the 
complaining witness, and was in the 
house at the time of the alleged outrage 
and calledthe child down stairs while 
Mrs. Sullivan claims® to have been 
watching Daiton and the little girl 
while they were on the bed,-and yet the 
old lady knew nothing about the matter 
until the next day. 

Witness was on the stand over two 
hours but nothing of importance was 
brought out. She told about the cloth- 
ing worn by the child, but all evidence 
had been destroyéd by washing the ar- 
ticles, and she seemed to know but little 
about their condition. 


Mr. Stephens objected to such testi- | 


mony on the grounds that the articles 
would be the hest evidence. : 

The little girl was then recalled ‘and 
questioned regarding her clothing, but 
she did not know where she placed 
them when she took them off, and on 
cross-examination she admitted that 
she had just talked to Mrs. Hagerman 
on the subject and was told what to say. 

The court then took a recess until 2 
o’clock p. m. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


At 2:10 o’clock, when 'the court, re- | 


convened, Mr. Stephens for the defend- 
ant stated.to the Court. that during the 
noon hour he was told by at least seven 
persons who informed him that while 
the little girl was on the stand in the 
forenoon on redirect examination her 
adopted father was coaching her, and 
counsel wished to have’ old man Hager- 
man excluded from the courtroom. 

The Court said he was watching the 
child very closely while she was on the 
stacd, and he is confident that she did 
not pay any attention to the old man. 

The District Attorney stated that he 
was about to rest his case, and he did 
}-not object to such testimony. 

George Dalton, defendant’s brother, 
was then sworn for the defense. Wit- 
ness was in the. courtroom. during the 
forenoon and watched old man Hager- 
man while the child was onthe stand. 
Whenever he wished the child to say 
yes he would nod his head, etc. Wit- 
ness is positive that the old man “e: 
naled to the girl. 

J. D. Crumb swore that he was in the 
room in the forenoon while the little 

1 was testifying, and he noticed Mr. 
agerman signaling to her. 

G. W. Miller stated that he noticed 
the actions of oldman Hagerman while 
the girl was on the witness stand. He 
stated that Mr. Crumb called his atten- 
tion tothe old man, and told him that 
the old man was prompting the little 
girl. 


Harry Johnston took the stand and 


said he was in the courtroom during the 
forenoon, and had his attention called 
to old man Hagerman while the girl was 
on the stand. The girl did watch for 
Hagerman’s nods, and on one or two 
occasions the girl did not answer until 
Hagerman signaled her. 


Lester Osborne stated that he was 


present in the court while the girl was— 


on the stand and he, too, noticed the 
girl watching Hagerman, and she an- 
swered as Hagerman signaled with his 
head. - 

" Frank Sabichi testified that he has 


known defendant twenty years and his- 


reputation has always been good. Officer 
M. T. Bowler and a number of other. 
prominent citizens were sworn as to 
defendant’s character and all said it was 
good. Several of them stated that they 
had often heard his wife’s reputation 
discussed, but every one spoke well of 
Dalton. 

L. B. Johnson stated that he saw Dal- 
ton the day before his arrest. This was 
the day on which he is accused of 
tampering with the girl. 
Dalton between 12 and.1 o’clock. At 
that time Dalton was with’ his father- 
in-law. They then separated, and at 4 
o’clock Dalton called at witnesse’s office 


and remained there about an hour. Wit... 


ness saw Dalton two or three days after 
and Dalton told him about the arrest. 

Joe Chavez knows bet th Dalton and 
his wife, and since the arrest witness 
has talked with Mrs. Dalton. 

The District Attorney objected to any 
testimony relating to a conversation 
between witness and Mrs. Dalton, de- 
fendant’s wife. 

Mr. Stephens argued that he proposed | 
to show by competent witnesses that 
Dalton’s wife and the Sullivan woman 
entered in a conspiracy to put Dalton in» 
the State’s prison. 

The Court ruled with the defendant, 
and witness was instructed to answer 
the questions. 

Witness met Mrs. Dalton at her house | 
after the arrest and, they talked about 
the case. Before the arrest witness 
was passing the house and she called 
him back—it was on the morning of the 
arrest, but before Dalton was arrested. 
She wanted to know what kind of a man 
Dalton is and offered to give him $20 to 
find Dalton. About three months before 
the arrest Mrs. Dalton told witness that 
she would not get a divorce from Dalton 
until she could send him to the State 
prison. She said she had good grounds 
for a divorce, but she wanted to send 
him to prison and disgrace the whole 
Dalton family. The conversation took 
place in witness’s house, and his wife 
was present. 

The prosecution moved to strike out 
the last witness’s testimony, but the 
Court ruled against the motion. 

Through a misunderstanding several 
witnesses for the defense who had been 
instructed to remain near the court, 
room could not be found, and the case 
was delayed a few moments. -

RAILROAD AFFAIRS, 


How Arizona is to be Filled with 


~ New Railroads. 


Citizens Who Have a Few Projects 
to Sell Cheap. 


A Pacific Coast Interstate Commerce 


Commissioner Wanted. 


Alr Brakes That Cannot be Trusted—The 
Peninsular Road—General, Local 
and Personal Railroad 
Mention. 


The Territorial Secretary of Arizona 
has just been doing a land office busi- 
ness and must feel very much fatigued. 
As has been noted here, the 16th inst. 
was the last day on which to file articles 
or intention to build railroads in Ari- 
zona, and have the benefit of the twenty 
years’ tax exemption law passsed by 
the last Legislature, and up to the close 
of business hours on that day sixty such 
articles of intention had been filed with 
the Secretary of the Territory. It cost 
nothing to file the documents, and it 
,00ks as though about all the citizens of 
Arizona have declared their intention of 
building 


a railroad from some- 
where. to somewhere else. Most of 
these ‘‘projected’’ lines are headed 


directly’ indirectly for Phoenix or 
Prescott,and when theyare all built the 
territory will be crossed and recrossed 
until there will be great danger of their 
becoming all tangled up. Among the 
schemes so recorded were a few that 
have been heard of before, Waldo S. 
Waterman, secretary and acting presi- 
dent of the San Diego, Cuyamaca and 
Eastern Railway Company filed inten- 
tions to build from a point on the Colo- 
rado River, near Norton's landing, to 
thence in a northeasterly 
direction, to intersection with the 
Atlantic and Pacific Railroad, at or 
near Holbrook; thence passing out 
of Arizona near. Terrizo Mountain; 
thence on to Pueblo, Colo., or a point in 
connection therewith, the probable dis- 
tance being about 450 miles. G. 
Kretzinger filed intentions in behalf of 
the Santa Fe, Prescott and Phoenix 
Railway Company, to build from Ash 
Fork to Phoenix via Prescott, a distance 
of 200 miles. One man filed fifteen 
‘intentions’ at once and another had 
four such schemes, but none of these 
were promised as dead _ certainties, 
though no less than three of the lines 
would so run as to make a railroad cen- 
ter at Dead Man’s Fat. 
JUDGE COOLEY'S SUCCESSOR. 

The railroad people and heavy ship- 
pers of this city are very anxious to see 
a Pacific Coast man placed on the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, says the 
San Francisco Chronicle. General 
Traffic Manager Gray of the Southern 
Pacific Company said yesterday that 
perfect justice to the business interests 
of this Coast demanded our répresen- 
tation on the commission. There had 
been five commissioners, and they all 


| represented sections of country east of 


the Mississippi River. Eastern men 
could not understand and appreciate 
the needs of the business interests of 
this Coast, particularly as to the work- 
ings of the long and short haul clause 
of the interstate law, and its proper 
construction in view of water competi- 
tion.
